Bunday uight, at midnight. The story
of the survivors flew along the docks
with pgreat speod. as an  anxiety lhad
been felt for a day to know the fate of the
crews, and the two survivors were called on
time and pgain to relate their nofortunate
adventures. The story of Mra, Doan is full
of suffering snd affliction, as she has boen
made a widow by the terrille storm, It scoms
that on Friday night last the tug Zouave
ptarted for Bay City with six barges heavily
lumber lndon, Getting down to Port Austin
ghe found the tug Clematis lying there, and
the sen was so heavy that she decidad to turn
over the Joseph A. Hollon, Mohawlk, and the
Mills to ber ocharge, coming along with the
other three herself. "The orew of the Hollon
consisted of Caplain Robert Forrest, n Uana-
dian; the mate, Harry Morrison, of Algonac;
Peter Dean, and the woman Josephine
Dean, his wife, and employed on board in the
capacity of cook. The gale continned to blow
fresher, nfter the tugs started oul, and the
Zounve wna soon out of sighi, the Clematis
going along slowly. The sen yrew constantly
rougher, and the men at the wheel on the
barges bad to lash {hemselves fast, "T'he
woman relired to bed about 9 o'eleck, all
naoxiety for the safety of the barge being
carefully kept from her. Abont midnight,
while it seemed ps if the barge wonld be
knocked to pieces, the tow-line suddenly
snapped, the men heard a shoul through
the gloomy darkness from tho tug, and
the three bLarges were advift in the lake,
utterly at the mercy of the Storm King,
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I am willing to take my cath as to the truth of this
l statement.
| Bo incredible did this extraordinary alfair
eeem, thal those who saw it several days ago
refrained from stating or asserting what they
had seen,for foar that nol only their veracily
but their sanity wonld be questioned, and it

In half an liour nearly all the
Hollon's deck load was ge nnd then the
Captain, thinking that she labored less, con-
cluded to cast anchor, having plenty of cable,
and hoping that the storm would abate before
ghe shonld go to picces, The anchor failed
to get hulding ground, and the Ilollon
dragged about two miles before feteling up.
During {Lis time wave after wave went
over her, and the cabin finally went over-
board. The wife had been ealled up a
ghort timoe previous, but was too much
alaymed to drese, and ecame on deck in her
night clothes, a looke calico dress thrown
over thew. She was lashad to the rail by
her hushand, who at length told her that
there was no hope, and {hey cronched down
behind the bn}wark togethor, determined
that death should not separate them. Dean
had heen ill with a fever most all snmmer,
and was not very stout, and was so poorly
dressed that he continually shoolk like one in
a fit of sgue. When the cabin wen! over-
board, Captain Forrest deelared that their
fate was serled, and wonld not heed Morri-
son's injunctions to hold out bravely to the
Inst. He threw himself down on the Inmber
wet remuiring, refusing to even pass a lash-
ing around his body, and a great wave soon
lifted him cver the side and earried him off
amid the tossing waves to leeward. IHe mel
bis death withont a ery, and made not the
slightest resistance. Morrison is a yonng
man in good health and strong merve, and
after the death of the captain be made
every eftort to cheer up Dean and his wife,
telling them that he could see signs of an
abatement o the storm, and that the barge
was then seourely holding &t anchor. While
neithier were without hope, Dean commenced
to grow weaker and wenker, und was at times
almost insonsible fron the cold. At daylight
the slorw bad gone down a greal deal, and
there was cvery prospect that the barge
would held out.  The weather wad extremely
cold, the three suffering severely, and Dean
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was almost gone. And yet, seeing how
his wife was suffering, ths brave man,
almost dying then, raised up, pulled
off his coat, and madle the

wife wesp Lerself in it! This left the man
with nothicg on but shirt and pants, and he
Inid his bend in her lap, and never speke
again until Mouday noon, when he roused up
a little, said that the storin had gone down,
bade his vife .-;I’)l'nl“l."f’-, and t;s'ullln‘ll off to
his denth without a groan, Tho two sarvivors
bhad nothing to eat from Suuday night until
Monday afternoon at 4 o'clock, when the bark
bhove in sight, altered her comse, aud sent a
small boat to take them off, arviving down as
slated.
